Another conference in­ 
cludes Germany, Austria, Bulgaria, 
Holland, Norway, Sweden and Den 
mark. 
There have been other con­ 
ferences called by the parliam entary 
committee of th e 
British 
Trades 
Union C ongn«s and the British Lu bot 
party. 
The report shows that neith 
er of the la tter two 
are 
connected 
with the Internatio nal Federation of 
Trades Unions, and are "consequent 
ly, without Jurisdiction.^” 
The report refers to the efforts of 
the British federation to maintain its 
economic status and declares that the

Unions to keep that 
organisation 
clear of political control. 
“ The future for trade unionism Is 
not easy," says the report.

look demands that everyone connect 
cd with the trade union movement 
shall keep it free from complication 
and that everyone shall endeavor to 
s t n n g t h e n Its organization and pow ­ 
er f*<r defense." 


GENERAL STRIKE IN 
FRANCE CALLED OFT 


Paris, July 21 
F rench labor lead­ 
ers .Saturday officially called off the 
general strike scheduled for today. 
Their action was taken after the 
Chamber of Deputies voted lack of 
confidence In M. Buret, food minister, 
which the laborites considered recog 
nltlon of th eir protest against the 
hig h 
cost of living. 
Government 
efforts for general am nesty and de 
mobilization also Influenced their d e ­ 
cision. 
Buret resigned after the cham be r 
had voted by 227 to 213 an expres­ 
sion of opposition to tin* governm ent’s 
economic policy, in Its relation to 
hig h prices. 
It was not believed to­ 
day ‘hat Premier Clemenceau would 
regard the vote as an opposition to 
the entire cabinet, hut would m e re­ 
ly replace M. Bore*. 


Set Women’s Minimum 
Madison, Win . July 21 
The W is­ 
consin industrial commission has o r ­ 
dered that th e min imum wage for e x ­ 
perienced women and minor employes 
over 17 yeurs of age in this state 
shall he 22 cents an hour. 
The order provides for a learning 
period of six month s in all industries. 
All minors under 16 years of age 
must he paid not less than IS cents, 
and between IG and 17 years, not 
less than 20 cents. 
Tile num ber of employes In any es­ 
tablishm ent who receive wages below 
22 cents an bour, but not including 
tile indentured apprentices, shall not 
exceed 25 per cent of the total women 
and minors normally employed. 
No 
learning period is recognized for a 
seasonal industry. 
Where board or 
lodging is furnished by the employer 
as part payment of wages, a reduc­ 
tion in the wage min imum of not 
more th an $4.50 a week for board 
and $2 for lodging is permitted. 
The commission was assisted by 
an advisory wage board composed of 
representatives of employers, 
e m ­ 
ployes and th e public. 
Over a year 
ago the state federation of labor and 
other organizations asked the state 
commission to set a minimum wage 
for women and minors. 
Since that 
time, It is slated, the commission has 
been investigating the cost of living. 
The order is a most sweeping one 
and applies to every working woman 
and minor in the state. 
Even domes­ 
tics in private homes are included.
